THE ALABAMA STATE COUNCIL ON THE 
ARTS AND HUMANITIES 


The Alabama State Council on the Arts and 
Humanities was created by Executive Order No. 
29 on April 8, 1966, by Governor George C. Wal- 
lace, stating that, “The practice and enjoyment of 
the arts are of increasing importance to the per- 
sonal welfare of the people as a vital aspect of 
our cultural heritage and as a valued means of ex- 
panding the scope of our educational programs.” 
Governor Wallace appointed fifteen Council Board 
members and instructed them to conduct an “eval- 
uation of current arts programs and implement 
existing activities.” 


Legislative Act No. 551 established the Ala- 
bama Council on the Arts and was signed into law 
by Governor Lurleen B. Wallace on September 8, 
1967, thereby creating an official state arts agency 
as required by the National Foundation on the Arts 
and Humanities Act of 1965. In September of 
1969, Legislative Act No. 551 was amended by 
Act No. 1065 and signed by Governor Albert P. 
Brewer on September 12, 1969. The Council has 
been known since this act as the Alabama State 
Council on the Arts and Humanities. 


The 1969 Act placed the State of Alabama in 
the official position of recognizing, encouraging, 
and supporting the growth and development of the 
Arts and Humanities. The Legislature passed this 
act without a dissenting vote. 


The Council established its first offige in Bir- 
mingham. Mr. William Sturgeon of Mobile was 
the first Council Chairman; Mr. James Hatcher 
was the first Executive Director. In 1967 the 
Council office moved to Mobile; Mr. Charles Liner 
became the second Executive Director. Mr. Julian 
F. McGowin of Mobile was appointed Chairman in 
April, 1969, and served until January, 1971. Mr. 
M. J. Zakrzewski assumed the duties of Acting 
Director on December 5, 1969, and became the 
third Executive Director on July 14, 1970. Mrs. 
David Roberts, III was appointed Council Chair- 
man on January 17, 1971. 


In 1972-73, there were 43 local arts councils 
in Alabama, an increase of 36 since 1966. There 
has been a steady increase in the number of com- 
munity theatres, arts festivals, and concert series 
in our state. 


This report covers the programs sponsored by 
the Council from October 1, 1972 through Sep- 
tember 30, 1973. We present this report as a docu- 
mentation of the exciting developments in the arts 
_ programs which took place during the 1972-73 
fiscal year. 


THE NATIONAL FOUNDATION ON THE 
ARTS AND HUMANITIES 


The Naiotnal Foundation on the Arts and the 
Humanities was established as an independent 
agency of the Executive Branch of the Federal 
Government by the National Foundation on the Arts 
and Humanities Act of 1965. The Act, Public Law 
88-209, was last amended by Public Law 91-346 in 
1970. 


The National Foundation is composed of the 
Federal Council on the Arts and the Humanities, the 
National Endowment for the Arts, and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities. The two endow- 
ments, advised by their respective Councils formu- 
late their own programs, but share an administrative 
staff. 


The National Endowment for the Arts carries 
out programs of grants-in-aid to official arts agen- 
cies of the states and U. S. jurisdictions, to non- 
profit, tax-exempt organizations, and to individuals 
of exceptional talent. 


The Arts Endowment is headed by a Chairman 
nominated by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. Miss Nancy Hanks was sworn in as Chair- 
man on October 6, 1969 for a four-year term. 


THE FEDERAL STATE PARTNERSHIP 


A central purpose of the Federal Arts Program 
has been to stimulate support for the Arts by the 
states. To this end, the Congress appropriates 
money to the Endwoment for the specific use of 
official State Arts Agencies. These appropriations, 
known as Federal-State Partnership Funds, are di- 
vided equally among the states and the five juris- 
dictional arts councils (with the exception of Guam 
and American Samoa which may receive a maxi- 
mum of $65,000.00 each), and are awarded to State 
Councils in the form of a matching grant. 


The Program is administered by the State and 
Community Operations Staff. Each year every 
State Council is required to submit an application 
detailing its programming plans for the year, which 
must be approved by the Chairman of the Endow- 
ment after review by Staff and the National Counhil 
on the Arts. 


In addition to the Federal-State Partnership 
grants, State Councils may apply for and receive 
substantial funding under other Endwoment pro- 
grams. Endowment programs currently fhnded al- 
most entirely through grants to State Arts Councils 
are the Artists-in-Schools Program and the Co- 
ordinated Residency Touring Program for: Dance.

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ANNUAL DIRECTOR’S LETTER 


The 1972-73 fiscal year was a year of continu- 
ous growth for the arts in Alabama and also for 
the Alabama State Council on the Arts and Hu- 
manities. This report reflects the activities which 
were sponsored in part by our agency. During the 
year, most of the projects were very successful, and 
in general, I can state with pride that the year has 
been very beneficial for the arts in Alabama. 


THE PROJECTS 

The Alabama State Council on the Arts and Hu- 
manities approved 125 projects for the 1972-73 
fiscal year. These projects funded by the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts, Federal/State 
Partnership, and the Alabama Council on the Arts 
and Humanities represented all the mida through- 
out the State of Alabama. The Artist-in-Schools 
program was conducted in 17 schools throughout 
the state in dance, music, poetry, and visual art, 
in coordination with the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education. In addition, many other proj- 
ects were co-sponsored by the Alabama State 
Council on the Arts and Humanities, and these are 
described in this report. 


COMMUNITY ARTS COUNCILS 

During the last fiscal year the office has worked 
very closely with all the community arts councils 
listed in this report. We are very pleased to see 
the growth of local arts councils and the activities 
generated by them in their communities. Our of- 
fice has served as clearinghouse for these councils 
on programming, information as concerns projects, 
organizations and other matters relating to arts 
activities. 


MEETINGS 

During the year, the Council met four times to dis- 
cuss, review and approve projects and to direct the 
office in its work. Several regional meetings were 
held with arts organizations in the state for the 
purpose of discussing projects, applications, and 
the progress of the arts. 

The Executive Director and some members of the 
staff attended many national, regional and state 
meetings to represent the Council and take part 
in deliberation concerning the arts in Alabama. 


LIBRARY 

During the past year we established a library 
whereby organizations can lend books pertaining to 
the arts. Books in this library represent history 
of arts, arts council movement, financial data on 
arts organizations, references on foundations and 
arts management. 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Our office issued four Ala-Arts magazines, calen- 


dar of events, and numerous memos regarding Na- 


tional Endowment and state funding of projects, 
advising organizations of dates and requirements. 
We hope that these above mentioned publications 
fill the need and offer information of interest to 
the arts organizations in the state. We have also 
issued a Directory of Arts Organizations in Ala- 
bama which we hope is of benefit to our arts or- 
ganizations. 


OTHER ARTS ORGANIZATIONS 

The office keeps in close contact with all other 
organizations in the state such as state organiza- 
tions representing theatre, visual arts, music, dance, 
literature, crafts, etc. Information received in our 
office from the National Endowment for the Arts 
concerning the disciplines represented by these or- 
ganizations is copied and forwarded to them for 
their information and use. 


THE STAFF 

During the year we had changes in our staff as 
follows: Ms. Bonnye A. Ray, Deputy Director, re- 
signed to accept a position as Associate Director 
with the Mid-America Arts Alliance. Mrs. Myra 
Ables, Administrative Assistant, resigned also to 
accept a position with a law firm in Montgomery. 
The office has been reorganized and streamlined 
so as to serve better the arts in our state. Mr. Carl 
Thomas Boozer became Community Development 
Coordinator and works very closely with local arts 
councils. arts organizations, and visual Artist-in- 
Schools program. Mrs. Marlo Bussman is the edi- 
tor of our quarterly Ala-Arts magazine, and she 
manages all publicity for the Council and coordi- 
nates the Poetry-in-Schools program. Mrs. Dorothy 
Hill manages all the fiscal matters of the Council, 
including all the projects, purchases, office man- 
agement, and other relating matters. Miss Vickie 
Mattingly serves as Council Secretary with duties 
of typing, filing, and fulfilling all duties necessary 
in the office. 


Mrs. Cherie Kelly, Administrative Assistant, has 
been with the Council two years and her duties are 
those of Executive Director’s personal secretary; in 
addition, Cherie compiles all information needed by 
the staff, and is the office receptionist, with a very 
wonderful voice. 


The staff is very efficient and qualified. Each is 
very knowledgeable in the job they are performing. 
I am very proud of the staff and hope that all of 
them will continue to be a part of ASCAH’s future 
plan and serve you the best way they can. 


THE COUNCIL 

During the year, the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, 
Program Chairman, and all the Council Members 
have assisted the staff in its duties and undertak- 
ings.

THE PURPOSE OF THE COUNCIL 


The Alabama State Council on the Arts and 
Humanities provides technical and financial assist-: 
ance to local organizations in sponsoring activities 
of quality in the various arts disciplines and the 
humanities. The purpose of the Council is to in- 
crease interest, participation, and support in the 
arts by supplementing local funds and initiative, 
which enables a greater number of programs to be 
presented throughout the state. Acting as a cat- 
alyst, the Council works to bring together the de- 
sire of a community for artistic excellence and the 
desire of the artists to perform to an expanding 
audience. 


The Council may underwrite the expense of 
performances by professional groups such as or- 
chestras, theatre, opera, dance, chamber music. 
The Council may also help finance traveling exhibi- 
tions of visual art and decorative art to museums, 
galleries, and libraries. Arrangements can be made 
for professional consultants to advise community 
and amateur organizations on technical problems 
of developing and administering their arts pro- 
grams. 


The programs funded by the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and the Alabama State Council 
on the Arts and Humanities are divided into the 
following categories: Architecture and Environ- 
mental Arts, Arts Education, Crafts, Dance, Hu- 
manities, Literature, Museums, Multi-Arts, Music, 
Theatre, Visual Arts, and Special Projects.

The Architecture and Environmental Arts Pro- 
gram seeks to influence the quality of the man- 
made environment and includes programs con- 
cerned with the physical environment. 


During FY 1972-73, grants totaling $3,000.00 
were made to the following organizations: 


ASCAH coordinated the School Year 1972-73 
Artist-in-Schools (A-I-S) Program in cooperation 
with the National Endowment for the Arts, the 
U.S. Office of Education, the Alabama State De- 
partment of Education, and the local school sys- 
tems. Visual arts, dance, literature, and music 
were provided with artists-in-residence in the pub- 
lic schools. A-I-S Program aims for increasing 
powers of perception and expression. 

Dance Touring Programs listed here were co- 
ordinated by the National Endowment for the Arts, 
Charles Reinhart Management Company, ASCAH, 
the State Department of Education, and local spon- 
sors. The objectives of the Program’s dance resi- 
dencies are: to develop new audiences for dance, 
to expand the public’s awareness and appreciation 
of dance, and to improve touring practices for both 
sponsors and companies. 

Affiliate Artists, Inc., New York, is a na- 
tionwide performing arts program which places 
young, professional performers in individual com- 
munities for appointments totaling eight weeks a 
year. Under this program, the artists perform 
in the schools and in the community. The purpose 
of the program is to extend and deepen public ap- 
preciation for the live performing arts while pro- 
viding professional career opportunities. 


Other listed programs were under the Fed- 
eral/State Partnership Plan (50-50 matching 
funds). 

All programs for Arts Education are coordi- 
nated with the Alabama State Department of Edu- 
cation. 

During FY 1972-73, grants totaling $103,024.00 
were made to the following organizations: 


1972-73 Artist-in-Schools Program 

The Artist-in-School Program was implemented 
for 1972-73 in cooperation with the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, the U.S. Office of Education, 
the Alabama State Council on the Arts and Hu- 
manities, and the Alabama State Department of 
Education.

The Dance Component was coordinated with 
Charles Reinhart Management, Inc. of New York 
City. The two-part program provides the work 
of the movement teacher and the residency of the 
dance company. 


The Atlanta Contemporary Dance Company 
was chosen to spend two weeks each in the three 
dance project sites: Decatur City Schools, Eufaula 
City Schools, and Shelby County Schools. There 
were six master educators/performers in the com- 
pany. 

Movement teachers were provided for each 
site through a grant to the State of Ohio. 


Decatur 

The movement teacher, Connie Jo Hepworth, 
spent a two-week residency in January. The At- 
lanta Dance Company had a two-week residency 
January 29 - February 9, 1973. Miss Hepworth 
and the dance company worked almost entirely 
with the two middle schools. Special workshops 
and a radio-taping session were held. A curricu- 
lum guide was prepared by the Company. Miss 
Hepworth worked with 30 students. The dance 
company instructors saw each student at least four 
times. Four teacher workshops were held, six in- 
school performances, and an evening concert. To- 
tal: Students: 800 Teachers: 34 


Eufaula 


The Atlanta Contemporary Dance Company 
(April 2 - 14) and movement teacher Katie Mc- 
Guire (April 16 - 27) made up the residency for 
Western Heights Elementary and Bluff City Ele- 
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mentary schools. In Western Heights School the 
Company held a half-day workshop for teachers, 
three in-school performances, 130 classes taught 
by individual members, and an assembly program. 
In Bluff City School the company held the teacher 
workshop, two in-school performances, and worked 
in 70 classes. Limited time was spent in Thomas 
Moores Middle School and with selected kindergar- 
ten classes. Total: Students: 1,375 Adults: 225. 
Shelby County 

Katie McGuire, movement teacher, spent Ap- 
ril 9 - 20, 1973; and the Atlanta Dance Company 
from April 23 - May 4 in three Shelby schools. Miss 
McGuire worked with 186 students and 17 teachers 
in classes and workshops. The dance company 
worked in classes, workshops, conferences, and per- 
formances. Total: Students: 1,000 Teachers: 42 
The Music Component 

The Music Component placed artists provided 
by Affiliate Artists, Inc., New York. Lecture- 
demonstrations, classroom visits, discussions, and 
performances were presented in the schools. 
Demopolis 

Karen Clauss, soprano, and Dwight Peltzer, 
pianist, worked mainly with the elementary and 
junior high schools for three weeks; selected 
classes were held in the high school. The artists 
have a full evening concert for the community and 
other programs. An estimated 1,800 adults were 
reached by their performances. Total: Students: 
1,525 Teachers: 59, 
Union Springs 

Karen Clauss and Dwight Peltzer had a three- 
week residency under Music Component in the 
Union Springs Elementary School. Each artist 
was scheduled to see three groups per day with a 
wrap-up session on Friday for all the children. 
Two demonstration sessions for music and educa- 
tion majors and professors were given at Auburn 
University ; elementary school children participated. 
Total: 180 students in classes/demonstrations. 
1,000 students, 100 adults for performances. 
Bessemer 

Karen Clauss and Dwight Peltzer visited eleven 
public schools in a three-week residency; wrap-up 
sessions were held in several schools with a con- 
cert presentation. One luncheon performance and 
two public performances were given. Total: Stu- 
dents: 1,800 Teachers: 35. 
Birmingham 

Bunyan Webb, guitarist, had a two-week resi- 
dency and Karen Clauss a one-week residency in 
27 Birmingham schools and two visits to the Ala- 
bama School of Fine Arts. The two artists gave 
approximately 60 performances; the artists were 
scheduled together and separately in classrooms 
and assemblies. Total: 5,000 students. 


The Poetry Component 

The Poetry Component places professional 
poetsywriters in schools to stimulate creative ex- 
pression and interest in reading and writing. 
Jackson 

Mrs. Tina Buffington worked with five Eng- 
lish teachers and classes of not more than 25 stu- 
dents per class in Jackson High School. A spe- 
cial assembly program was held at the end of the 
project. 75 students entered their. poems in two 
state-wide contests. Total: Students: 530. 
Fort Payne 

Betsy Barber Bancroft spent five days in Fort 
Payne High School to reach English classes, a 
journalism class, and a creative writing class. Mrs. 
Bancroft had oral reading, study of verse forms, 
and writing. Total: Students: 660 Teachers: 8. 
Montgomery 

Mrs. Bancroft was poet-in-residence for two 
high schools, two junior high schools, and three 
elementary schools during the one-week residency 
in Montgomery County. Total: Students: 395 
Teachers: 61. 
Chilton County 


Mrs. Bancroft and Mr. F. G. Mayfield, a local 
poet, scheduled a week residency for six Chilton 
County schools. Both poets worked directly with 
the classes. Total: Students: 700 Teachers: 9. 
Huntsville 

Nancy Compton Warmbrod was _ poet-in-resi- 
dence in Huntsville for 30 half-days in five ele- 
mentary schools and two junior high schools. Each 
student had an hour session for three consecutive 
days. An anthology of student work was published. 
Total: Students: 2,275 Teachers: 65. 
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The Visual Arts Component 

The Visual Arts Component was designed to 
place sculptors, painters, graphic artists, architects, 
and craftsmen in schools. Artist selection was 
made by a visual arts panel, 

Hight artists worked in 19 schools in six sites. 
There were 4,448 students and 216 teachers di- 
rectly involved; approximately 10,000 students and 
280 teachers were indirectly involved. 

Muscle Shoals 

Four artists spent one-month residencies each: 
Betty Kibby, ceramics specialist; Vance Wesson, 
drawing-graphics; Elizabeth Sigler Burts, paint- 
ing; and Barbara Long, portraits-figure drawing. 
An art show exhibiting the works of the artists 
was held with approximately 1,200 from the com- 
munity and 1,250 students attending. Total: Stu- 
dents: 1,451. 

Cullman 

Joyce Marie Eidson spent a four-month resi- 
dency. Mini courses in art instruction were held, 
work done with special education classes and con- 
ferences held at the junior high school and with 
240 sixth graders. There were 120 junior high 
students directly involved, an exhibit of the ar- 
tists and student work was held. 

Vestavia Hills 

William W. Nance spent a three-month resi- 
dency beginning October, 1972 in the elementary, 
middle, and high school. Most of the residency 
was spent with 110 high school students and four 
teachers, indirectly with 1,170 students, 63 teach- 
ers. Forty-four middle school students painted a 
wall mural in the cafeteria. Twenty elementary 
students were involved. Total: Students: 2,200 
Teachers: 128. 

Barbour County

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CRITERIA FOR ASSISTANCE 


Any qualified organization that wishes to sponsor quality arts events or programs for the community or is 
desirous of technical assistance, is eligible for Council support and/or guidance. Such groups could include: arts 
associations, museums, literary associations, colleges and universities, schools, local arts councils, concert 
associations and theatre groups, and committees formed for specific arts activities. To be eligible for financial 
assistance such a group must supply evidence that it is a non-profit organization, and that it has qualified as a 
tax-exempt organization under Section 501 (c) (8) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


The questions applied by the Council to a request for support from a local sponsoring organization would 
include the following: 
Does the project represent a new cultural activity in the community? 
Will this project help expand or improve an existing project? 
Will Council support for a project encourage the community to increase its support of the arts? 
Will the use of Council assistance draw attention to a neglected aspect of the arts in the community? 
Will support from the Council lead to establishing a continuing program in the arts locally independent of 
outside aid?

The extent of assistance depends upon several factors, such as the kind of help required for the project, the 
total amount of State support available and a reasonable geographic distribution of Council funds throughout the 
State. In order for a community to participate in the Council’s program the sponsoring organization would: 

1. Decide on the kind of project in which the community would best be served. 

2. Select a performing group, exhibition, or lecture-demonstration to fulfill the community’s need. 

3. Contact the representative of the selected group and arrange a tentative date for the performance or the 

exhibition. 
(If assistance is needed for the above items contact the Council office staff.) 

4. Apply to the Council for support by requesting applications. 


EXTENT OF ASSISTANCE 


If the application meets the general criteria for assistance (as outlined above), the Council will determine the 
amount of assistance, if any. This assistance will not exceed one-half of the total cost of a project. However, it is 
preferred that the local contributions exceed that of the Council. For example: If the total cost of a performance 
or exhibition is $500.00 and there is available from box office sales and contributions $500.00, then no assistance 
is needed. The local sponsor accepts the responsibility for providing an audience for the attraction. 


Since this program is one of assistance and not of subsidy, the Council’s grant will always require that the local 
sponsor seek all possible sources to raise money for an event through the sale of tickets or other patronage. If, by 
providing some assistance, the Council can encourage local patronage, the value of the assistance is even more 
important. 


Sponsoring organizations who receive assistance must agree to sell tickets at a reasonable price for that area. 
They must also give due recognition of the support of the Council on the program and in all publicity relevant to 
the performance or exhibition. 


The Council does not represent any attraction. Arrangements for presentations in disciplines involving the 


visual and performing arts are made directly with the artist’s representatives. These individuals are prepared to assist 
communities with their booking problems.

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THE ALABAMA STATE COUNCIL ON THE 
ARTS AND HUMANITIES 


The Alabama State Council on the Arts and 
Humanities was created by Executive Order No. 
29 on April 8, 1966, by Governor George C. Wal- 
lace, stating that, “The practice and enjoyment of 
the arts are of increasing importance to the per- 
sonal welfare of the people as a vital aspect of 
our cultural heritage and as a valued means of ex- 
panding the scope of our educational programs.” 
Governor Wallace appointed fifteen Council Board 
members and instructed them to conduct an “eval- 
uation of current arts programs and implement 
existing activities.” 

Legislative Act No. 551 established the Ala- 
bama Council on the Arts and was signed into law 
by Governor Lurleen B. Wallace on September 8, 
1967, thereby creating an official state arts agency 
as required by the National Foundation on the Arts 
and Humanities Act of 1965. In September of 
1969, Legislative Act No. 551 was amended by 
Act’ No, 1065 and signed by Governor Albert P. 
Brewer on September 12, 1969. The Council has 
been known since this act as the Alabama State 
Council on the Arts and Humanities. 

The 1969 Act placed the State of Alabama in 
the official position of recognizing, encouraging, 
and supporting the growth and development of the 
Arts and Humanities. The Legislature passed this 
act without a dissenting vote. 

The Council established its first office in Bir- 
mingham. Mr. William Sturgeon of Mobile was 
the first Council Chairman; Mr. James Hatcher 
was the first Executive Director. In 1967 the 
Council office moved to Mobile; Mr. Charles Liner 
became the second Executive Director. Mr. Julian 
F. McGowin of Mobile was appointed Chairman in 
April, 1969, and served until January, 1971. Mr. 
M. J. Zakrzewski assumed the duties of Acting 
Director on December 5, 1969, and became the 
third Executive Director on July 14, 1970. Mrs. 
David Roberts, III was appointed Council Chair- 
man on January 17, 1971. 


In 1966, there were seven community arts coun- 
cils in Alabama. In 1972-73, there were 43 local 
arts councils, an increase of 36 since 1966. In 1973- 
74, Alabama’s arts councils numbered 54, adding 1] 
new councils in one fiscal year. There is a steady 
increase in the number of community theatres, arts 
festivals, and concert series in our state. 

This report covers the programs sponsored by 
the Council from October 1, 1973 through Septem- 
ber 30, 1974. We present this report as a docu- 
mentation of the exciting developments in arts pro- 
grams. Each year we see innovations, expanded 
existing programs, and introduction of cultural ac- 
tivities to new audiences. 


THE NATIONAL FOUNDATION ON THE 
ARTS AND HUMANITIES 


The National Foundation on the Arts and the 
Humanities was established as an independent 
agency of the Executive Branch of the Federal 
Government by the National Foundation on the Arts 
and Humanities Act of 1965. The Act, Public Law 
88-209, was last amended by Public Law 91-346 in 
1970. 


The National Foundation is composed of the 
Federal Council on the Arts and the Humanities, the 
National Endowment for the Arts, and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities. The two endow- 
ments, advised by their respective Councils, formu- 
late their own programs, but share an administra- 
tive staff. 


The National Endowment for the Arts carries 
out programs of grants-in-aid to official arts agen- 
cies of the states and U. S. jurisdictions, to non- 
profit, tax-exempt organizations, and to individuals 
of exceptional talent. 


The Arts Endowment is headed by a Chairman 
nominated by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. Miss Nancy Hanks was sworn in as Chair- 
man for a second four-year term on October 7, 1973. 


THE FEDERAL STATE PARTNERSHIP 


A central purpose of the Federal Arts Program 
has been to stimulate support for the Arts by the 
states. To this end, the Congress appropriates 
money to the Endowment for the specific use of 
official State Arts Agencies. These appropriations, 
known as Federal-State Partnership Funds, are di- 
vided equally among the states and the five juris- 
dictional arts councils (with the exception of Guam 
and American Samoa which may receive a maxi- 
mum of $65,000.00 each), and are awarded to State 
Councils in the form of a matching grant. 


The Program is administered by the State and 
Community Operations Staff. Each year every 
State Council is required to submit an application 
detailing its programming plans for the year, which 
must be approved by the Chairman of the Endow- 
ment after review by Staff and the National Council 
on the Arts. 


In addition to the Federal-State Partnership 
grants, State Councils may apply for and receive 
substantial funding under other Endowment pro- 
grams. Endowment programs currently funded al- 
most entirely through grants to State Arts Councils 
are the Artists-in-Schools Program and the Co- 
ordinate Residency Touring Program for Dance.

ANNUAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


This report will cover the activities of the 
Alabama State Council on the Arts and Humani- 
ties for the period of October 1, 1973 through Sep- 
tember 30, 1974. The arts activities in our state 
have shown a phenomenal growth during the past 
year, and the arts have reached out for new and 
larger audiences more than ever before in our state. 
Increased funding by the National Endowment: for 
the Arts enabled us to bring programs which have 
never before been heard or seen by many thousands 
of people. The Council members and the staff have 
worked hard to keep up with the 170 projects which 
were funded by the Alabama State Council on the 
Arts and Humanities during the past year. 

The Eighth Year 

The 1973-74 fiscal year was the eighth year 
of the existence of the Council. The Council can 
be justly proud of the accomplishments made dur- 
ing that year. The statistical informations avail- 
able show that the Council was involved in a va- 
riety of programs including all disciplines. We 
have been working with over 300 organizations 
and individuals throughout the state. Our exist- 
ence has generated over $1,000,000 for the arts in 
the state. Our annual report shows a budget of 
$384,850.00, and the matching funds supplied by 
the cultural organizations accounted for 61% of the 
total spent for arts activities. 

There were no changes made in our legislative 
act during the past year, nor were any new recom- 
mendations made to the Governor concerning the 
Agency’s status. The staff has discharged the 
duties assigned to them very faithfully and with 
enthusiasm. 

Relationship with the National Endowment 
for the Arts 

Our relationship with the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts during the past fiscal year has 
been excellent. We have received additional grants 
for programs and the lines of communication were 
very cordial and beneficial to us. The National En- 
dowment for the Arts, especially the Federal-State 
Partnership Office, provided us with assistance, 
guidance, counsel and, above all, understanding 
when our office needed it. 

National Assembly of State Arts Agencies 

Your Executive Director is serving as a mem- 
ber of the Board of the National Assembly of State 
Arts Agencies, with a three year term expiring 
June 30, 1977. A meeting of this organization was 
held at Point Clear, Alabama in December of 1973 
with State Directors and Chairmen from several 
states in attendance. Mr. Michael Straight, Deputy 
Chairman of the National Endowment for the Arts, 
also attended this meeting. 

Relationship with the U.S. Office of Education 

Because of the Artist-in-Schools Program, con- 
ducted by the National Endowment for the Arts 
in cooperation with the U.S. Office of Education, 
our office continues to have a very good relation- 
ship and cooperation in many phases of this pro- 
gram. 

Relationship with State Government 

Our office continues to cooperate with other 

state agencies as concerns promotion of the arts. 


Although the state budget has been the same as 
in previous years, we have extended our services 
to many more communities in Alabama through 
diligent work and by keeping expenses to the mini- 
mum. We have been audited during the past year 
and our records were found in order. 


We have established and continue a very fine 
relationship with the Governor’s Office, Finanice, 
Comptroller, Budget, Purchasing and other offices 
of the state government. We have also established 
contacts with other state agencies due to our in- 
volvement in projects and state business requiring 
our participation. The Council and the State De- 
partment of Education coordinates very closely in 
all facets of programs conducted in schools, such as 
Artist-in-Schools, performances for students by or- 
ganizations touring the state, and other programs 
in promotion of the arts. 

Programs 


During the past fiscal year, significant action 
has taken place in all our programs. As we 
closed our fiscal year, we had 170 projects on file, 
an increase of 45 projects from the previous year.. 
Many other projects, which do not require perma- 
nent files, were conducted by our office, such as 
coordination of the Alabama Art Exhibit, attend- 
ance at local arts councils meetings, assistance in 
organization of local arts councils, attending and 
hosting regional conferences, and other activities 
which require time, planning, and traveling to bring 
such projects to successful conclusions. These 
projects have reached people in all sixty-seven 
counties. 

Music 


The Council has funded many projects in music, 
from Symphony concerts performed by the Bir- 
mingham Symphony, New Orleans Philharmonic, 
North Carolina Symphony, University of Alabama 
Orchestra, Huntsville Symphony, Chattanooga Sym- 
phony and other ensembles, to chamber music, 
folk music associations, jazz, guitar and individual 
artists. The projects, with few exceptions, were 
very well received by the audiences in urban and 
rural communities. Music-in-the-Schools Programs 
by the Affiliate Artists, Inc., and other professional 
artists have been conducted throughout the state. 
Music projects accounted for the most funds spent 
as concerns our budget. 

Theatre 


The second discipline in terms of funding is 
the Theatre. Our Children’s Theatre Touring Pro- 
gram has been very successful, and performances 
were staged in over eighty communities throughout 
the state for children and adults. The Auburn Uni- 
versity Children’s Theatre, The University of Ala- 
bama Children’s Theatre, The Birmingham Chil- 
dren’s Theatre, The USA Theatre, Troy State Uni- 
versity, and the University of Montevallo theatre 
all had a very exciting and successful year pro- 
viding performances for over 80,000 children. The 
Alabama Shakespeare Festival is a very successful 
project which is conducted in Anniston. Many new 
theatre groups were established during the past 
year, and there are now over fifty local amateur 
theatre organizations in Alabama. The Alabama 


Theatre League is a very active and vital organiza- 
tion which works very closely with our office. 
Dance 

In addition to funding our dance organizations 
in the state, the Council is administering grants 
for the National Endowment for the Arts Dance 
Residency Program. During the past year the 
George Faison Dance Company visited Alabama, 
giving performances, lecture-demonstrations, mas- 
ter classes and other services in Talladega, Birming- 
ham, and The University of Alabama in Tuscaloosa. 
The Council has been instrumental in assisting in 
the formation of the Alabama Dance Council which 
is now a very active organization. Mrs. Marlo 
MacLaughlin is in charge of the National Endow- 
ment Dance Residency Program. 
Literature 

In addition to projects funded by the Council 
in poetry and literature and working with such 
organizations as the Alabama State Poetry Society, 
Huntsville Literary Association, and other groups, 
the Council administers the Poetry-in-Schools Pro- 
gram sponsored by the National Endowment for 
the Arts. This program was conducted in Dothan, 
Montgomery and Decatur and has been very suc- 
cessful, involving thousands of our school students. 
Mrs. Marlo MacLaughlin has been in charge of this 
program and made it a very successful project. 
Visual Arts 

Many traveling exhibits and community arts 
and crafts festivals were funded by the Council. 
More than ever before our communities took part in 
activities involving visual arts and crafts in which 
participation of Alabama Artists was very high. 
The Alabama State Council on the Arts and Human- 
ities Exhibit has been shown, also, in many com- 
munities. Many workshops and demonstrations in 
the visual arts were held in our communities during 
the past year. The office has worked very closely 
with the Alabama Art League, The Alabama Crafts- 
men’s Council, Alabama Watercolor Society, and 
other organizations. The Artist-in-Residence Pro- 
gram, visual and crafts component, has been conduct- 
ed in Centre, Huntsville, Eufaula, Troy, Cullman and 
Muscle Shoals. The office has worked very closely 
with the State Department of Education, the local 
school system and the artists. Mr. Tom Boozer is in 
charge of this program and has initiated many new 
approaches to make this program very successful. 
Other Programs 

Other programs funded by the Council and/or 
the National Endowment for the Arts in disciplines 
not mentioned above were conducted in architecture, 
film, historic preservation, expansion arts, and arts 
education through the efforts of many local or- 
ganizations, providing our students and adults with 
programs which enriched their lives and brought 
new disciplines to their communities. One of the 
very successful programs which was administered 
by the ASCAH was the ARTRAIN which visited 
four Alabama communities: Prichard, Montgomery, 
Tuscaloosa and Huntsville. Over 34,000 people saw 
the exhibits at railroad sites. This project gener- 
ated very much interest and involved many organ- 


izations and people. Tom Boozer was the coordin- 
ator for this project. 
Local Arts Councils 

At the close of the fiscal year there were 63 
local arts councils in our state. These councils are 
taking leading roles in their communities to provide 
cultural activities for students and adults. Many 
examples of success can be cited because of hard 
work done by the local arts councils. During the 
month of September, 1974, the local arts councils 
formed an Alabama Assembly of Local Arts Coun- 
cils for the purpose of promotion of arts activities 
and an awareness of art in their communities and 
the state. The Assembly is working very closely 
with the Council for the good of the arts in our 
state. Mr. Tom Boozer, Community Development 
Coordinator, works very closely with the local arts 
councils and the Assembly, 

Office Administration 

The administration of the office in Montgem- 
ery is under the supervision of the Executive Direc- 
tor, who is responsible to the Council for the actions 
which take place in the Agency’s offices and 
throughout the state. The Executive Director 
represents the Council at national, regional, and 
other conferences. He is responsible to the Council 
for the accounting of the grants and the prepara- 
tion of the reports to the National Endowment’ for 
the Arts, the U.S. Office of Education, and other 
agencies with which projects are coordinated. As 
mentioned above in this report, our office has been 
audited by the State Examiners, and the examina- 
tion report does not contain any criticism as con- 
cerns the financial status of our agency nor any 
other area entrusted to the office by the State of 
Alabama and the Council. Our records, which are 
submitted to the National Endowment for the Arts, 
have been always in order and completed on time. 
The project files are in very good order as are other 
files and documents. Mrs. Cherie Kelly is respon- 
sible for the accuracy of our documents. The Coun- 
cil is very fortunate to have a very dedicated and 
hard working staff. Every report, publication and - 
announcement is made on time. On many occasions, 
members of the staff have worked overtime without 
any compensation. As Executive Director, I have 
great respect and praise for the staff for the dedi- 
cation to the work assigned and the loyalty to the 
Council and the people of Alabama. 

On behalf of a very dedicated staff, I want to 
thank you for consideration of this report. The 
staff is looking forward to serving you, the Council, 
the arts and the people of Alabama in 1974-75 fis- 
cal year.

ASCAH coordinated the School Year 1973-74 
Artist-in-School (A-I-S) Program in cooperation 
with the National Endowment for the Arts, the 
U.S. Office of Education, the Alabama State De- 
partment of Education, and the local school systems. 
Visual arts, literature, and filmmaking were pro- 
vided with artists-in-residence in the public schools. 
A-I-S Program aims for increasing powers of per- 
ception and expression. 


Affiliate Artists, Inc., New York, is a nation- 
wide performing arts program which places young, 
professional performers in individual communities 
for appointments totaling eight weeks a year. Un- 
der this program, the artists perform in the schools 
and in the community. The purpose of the program 
is to extend and deepen public appreciation for the 
live performing arts while providing professional 
career opportunities. 


Other listed programs were under the Federal/ 
State Partnership Plan (50-50 matching funds). 


All programs for Arts Education are coordi- 
nated with the Alabama State Department of Edu- 
cation.

Professional filmmakers are placed in school 
sites under this program to create a lasting resource 
for the school and to offer training for teachers and 
administrators. Filmmakers and teachers work 
closely in planning and implementing the program 
at the sites. 

The JEFFERSON COUNTY. BOARD OF 
EDUCATION implemented the filmmaking com- 
ponent into the curriculum. Emphasis was placed 
on development of critical standards for film and 
television, the activation of student response to the 
media, and the inclusion of film in an evolving arts 
curriculum. Students participating produced films. 
The program operated in Hewitt-Trussville and 
Shades Valley High Schools. The program was 
equipped for super-eight films. Films produced 
were: 1.

Poetry $5,973.48 paid 73-74 

The AIS poetry component places professional 
creative writers in the public school classrooms. It 
is designed to encourage students to learn to use 
language for self-expression, to introduce contem- 
porary works, to provide new techniques in the 
teaching of creative writing and inspiring children 
to read, to build audiences for contemporary writ- 
ing, and to effect positive changes in student at- 
titudes toward learning. 

The DECATUR CITY SCHOOLS sponsored a 
poet-in-residence for a year’s residency in the pub- 
lic schools. The program was implemented in all 
grade levels: Westlawn Elementary, Woodmeade 
Elementary, Oakpark Middle, Brookhaven Middle, 
Decatur High, Austin High, and the educable men- 
tally retarded children in cooperation with Special 
Education Supervisor Margaret Vann. The stu- 
dents were visited by the poet on three consecutive 
days for an hour workshop each session. The chil- 
dren were given rapidly paced sensory exercises, 
oral responses, and one-line poems before beginning 
to write their own poetry. Explanations of poetry 
forms, such as haiku for class collaboration, were 
given. Students were encouraged to enter poetry 
in contests and to publications. A poetry anthology, 
Iam A Live Poem, 32 pages, was attractively pro- 
duced in soft-back yellow cover.

The Poets-in-Training program was made pos- 
sible by a grant to the St. Paul Council of Arts and 
Sciences from Manpower Development and Train- 
ing Act funds of the United States Office of Edu- 
cation through the Arts and Humanities Division 
of the United States Office of Education. The Lit- 
erature Program of the National Endowment for 
the Arts and the St, Paul Council of Arts and 
Sciences administered the grant. ASCAH, the Ala- 
bama State Department of Education, Marshall 
Spann, Coordinator; Montgomery Public Schools, 
Decatur City Schools, and Dothan City Schools par- 
ticipated.

She has taught high school English, is director of 
a kindergarten, and is a part-time instructor in Eng- 
lish and journalism at the University of Alabama 
in Birmingham. The recipient of numerous civic 
and arts awards, Mrs, Johnson’s work appears in 
many publications. Poet’ Johnson spent 12 days in 
the classroom with Poet Warmbrod and four days 
out of the classroom in her training. 


925 students were directly involved in the 
Poets-in-Training Program and 1,765 were indi- 
rectly involved through assemblies and other con- 
tacts with the poets.

The artist is not a member of the teaching 
staff; he is a practicing artist working in the school 
situation.

There were six artists in the program with 
seventeen visiting artist programs.

CHEROKEE COUNTY SCHOOLS placed an 
artist-potter in eleven school situations and an adult 
workshop at the vocational school site.

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CRITERIA FOR ASSISTANCE 


Any qualified organization that wishes to sponsor quality arts events or programs for the community or is 
desirous of technical assistance, is eligible for Council support and/or guidance. Such groups could include: arts 
associations, museums, literary associations, colleges and universities, schools, local arts councils, concert 
associations and theatre groups, and committees formed for specific arts activities. To be eligible for financial 
assistance such a group must supply evidence that it is a non-profit organization, and that it has qualified as a 
tax-exempt organization under Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


The questions applied by the Council to a request for support from a local sponsoring organization would 
include the following: 
Does the project represent a new cultural activity in the community? 
Will this project help expand or improve an existing project? 
Will Council support for a project encourage the community to increase its support of the arts? 
Will the use of Council assistance draw attention to a neglected aspect of the arts in the community? 
Will support from the Council lead to establishing a continuing program in the arts locally independent of 
outside aid?

The extent of assistance depends upon several factors, such as the kind of help required for the project, the 
total amount of State support available and a reasonable geographic distribution of Council funds throughout the 
State. In order for a community to participate in the Council’s program the sponsoring organization would: 

1. Decide on the kind of project in which the community would best be served. 

2. Select a performing group, exhibition, or lecture-demonstration to fulfill the community’s need. 

3. Contact the representative of the selected group and arrange a tentative date for the performance or the 

exhibition. 
(If assistance is needed for the above items contact the Council office staff.) 

4, Apply to the Council for support by requesting applications. 


EXTENT OF ASSISTANCE 


If the application meets the general criteria for assistance (as outlined above), the Council will determine the 
amount of assistance, if any. This assistance will not exceed one-half of the total cost of a project. However, it is 
preferred that the local contributions exceed that of the Council. For example: If the total cost of a performance 
or exhibition is $500.00 and there is available from box office sales and contributions $500.00, then no assistance 
is needed. The local sponsor accepts the responsibility for providing an audience for the attraction. 


Since this program is one of assistance and not of subsidy, the Council’s grant will always require that the local 
sponsor seek all possible sources to raise money for an event through the sale of tickets or other patronage. If, by 
providing some assistance, the Council can encourage local patronage, the value of the assistance is even more 
important. 


Sponsoring organizations who receive assistance must agree to sell tickets at a reasonable price for that area. 
They must also give due recognition of the support of the Council on the program and in all publicity relevant to 
the performance or exhibition. 


The Council does not represent any attraction. Arrangements for presentations in disciplines involving the 
visual and performing arts are made directly with the artist’s representatives. These individuals are prepared to assist 
communities with their booking problems.
